BY THE UNITED NEWS. 
Extensive troops morements 
strengthen the armed forces of China 
and Russia on the Manchurian bor- 
der and severe fighting at two points 
on the border tonight brought the two 
countries farther than ever from a 
position for amicable settlement of 
the conflict which threatens momen- 
tarily to become more grave. 

An extended bombardment of Sui- 
fenho, near Pogranichnaya, on the 
eastern border of Manchuria, follow- 
ed soviet raids near Dalainor on the 
western border, where 50 have been 
killed in the last few days. 

Simultaneously the soviet govern- 
ment admitted at Moscow that Rus- 
sian soldiers hadl entered Manchurian 
territory, but merely for the purpose 
“of pursuing Chinese attackers.’”’ The 
Chinese government. officially an- 
nounced that troops were moving to 
the frontier—although it was stated 
that such action does not indicate 
that war. will result—and some 
sources at Shanghai estimated that 
there would be probably 150,000 
troops, available.in Manchuria if 
‘mobilization is carried out.

bill was “as unsatisfactory as the 
house bill,” while Jouett Shouse, head 


of the democratic national committee's 
executive committee, asserted: 

“Such concessions as are made will 
turn out to be those that are of the 
least consequence.” 

“The analysis of the schedules as 
they became known,” Shouse added, 
“made it plain that the motivating 
principle behind the proposed enact- 
ment was not protection to American 
industry—still Jess protection for 
American labor—but a simple deter- 
mination to enable special groups of 
industrialists to cash in on their last 
year’s campaign contributions.” 

The committee rates carried a cap- 
tion that they were subject to cor- 
rection before the entire bill was re- 


ported. 
Many Changes. 

By schedules they showed 67 
changes in the house rates on chemi- 
eals, oils and paints; 36 alterations 
in the earths, earthenware, and glass- 
ware schedule; 51 in metals; 8 in 
wood and manufactures of; in 
sugar; 4 in tobacco; 70 in agricul- 
ture; one in spirits; 20 in cotton man- 
ufactures; 7 in flax, hemp and jute; 
33 in wool; one in silk; 5 in rayon; 
yd in papers and books, and 34 in sun- 

ries. 

Of the important articles which the 
house took from the free list and made 
dutiable, the finance group retained 
hides, leather, and shoes, increasing 
some of-the. proposed leather rates. 
They also retained the house rates on 
brick and cement, now free. 

Fight articles in the ehemicals, oils 
and paints schedule which the house 
left dutiable were recommended for 
the free list, as well as one, wood tar 
and pitch of wood, which the house 
took off the free list. 

Manganese ore and concentrates, 
which the house left duitable at one 
cent a pound on ore containing over 
30 per cent metallic manganese, would 
go to the free list under the commit- 
tee metals schedule. Reductions in 
tungsten ore and manganese metals 
rates were recommended, while the 
increases on surgical and dental in- 
struments would be eliminated. 


Some Lumber Free. 


Maple and birch lumber would go 
back to the free list,. but the house 
15 per cent duty on maple and birch 
flooring, now free, would be retained. 
The house increase on bentwood fur- 
niture would be eliminated.

- The committeemen proposed ‘resto- 
ration of the present duties on leaf 
tobacco, which the house increased 40 
cents a pound, but provided higher 
duties ou leaf, consisting of filler, 
mixed or packed with over 5 per cent 
but not more than 35 per cent wrap- 
per. 

Of the 70 changes proposed in ‘the 
agricultural duties, nearly all were in- 
ereases and affected such articles as 
milk and cream, cheese, poultry, cats, 
dried cherries, lemons, onions, pre- 
served tomatoes, hay, straw and broom 


corn. 
Proposed Reductions. 


Reductions were proposed in the 
house rates on rice; limes, grapefrait, 
nuts, flaxseed, green or unripe beans, 
fresh tomatoes and turnips. A _ sea- 
sonal tariff was proposed for eggplant, 
and cucumbers, with lower rates ef- 
fective during the winter months. 

Concentrated citrus fruit juices were 
given a definite classification in the 
spirits schedule, with a rate of 70 per 
cent. } 

Many imcreases were proposed in 
the eotton schedule, affecting such 
articles as sewing thread, cotton cloth, 
labels, tapestries, shirts, “hit and 
miss” rag rugs and cotton rags. De- 
creases were proposed in this section 
on cheaper blankets, cotton gloves, 
and Chenille rugs. 

In the flax, hemp and jute schedule, 
increases over house rates were rec- 
ommended on hemp and hemp tow, 
hackled hemp, yarns and _ threads, 
while reductions were proposed for 
cordage and woven fabrics for artists 


canvas. 
Wool Rates Cut. 


In proposing elimination of the 
house increase of three cents a pound 
on raw wool, the committee also re- 
adjusted downward all the woolen 
manufactures duties, except a few, 
such as wool wastes, which were given 
substantial increases. 

A change in the new rayon schedule 
proposed by the house would make its 
title read. ““‘manufactures of rayon or 
other synthetic textile,” this was re- 
garded as. a concession to manufac- 
turers of certain articles similar to 
rayon but which have different trade 
names, who wished to preserve the 
distinction from rayon.

He Aided in War 


While federal guns and the _ torch 
razed Atlanta during the sixties a 
soldier boy in Union blue found time 
to turn aside and do a kindly service 
for a youngster in the Dixie gray. 

On Monday Postmaster E. K. Large 
received a letter from the Union sol- 
dier asking help in locating the Con- 
federate youth. W. D. Christman, of 
Glouster, Ohio, the Union soldier, de- 
tlared “It would do my soul good to 
hear from that boy.” 

Mr. Christman wrote Mr. Large that 
he understood the Confederate soldier 
is now living in Atlanta. The boy 
in gray was.a drummer at the Battle 
of Atlanta on July 22, 1864, and was 
shot in both legs. 

“As well as I remember, there 
came a lull in the battle,” the Union 
veteran said. “I heard him cry out. 
‘Soldier, won’t you give me a drink? 
I asked my captain if I could fal] out 
of ranks and give that little rebel 
drumuiner boy a drink. He said ‘Yes, but 
be quick about it.’ The boy lay a little 
ways from where our regiment was 
in line of battle. I took a tin ean off 
his haversack holding about a quart 
and filled it full of water out of my 
own canteen and held it to his mouth 
and he drank it all.” 

The Confederate soldier could not 
have been over 15 years of age, Mr. 
Christman said. “I was only a boy 
myself, only 18 at that time. I was 
one of the boys in blue, and 1 hold 
no spite or malice to the boys in gray. 
We were all Americans. I belonged to 
Company E, 78th Ohie brigade, third 
division, 17th army corps. Army of 
the ‘Tennessee, under General MePher- 
son, who was killed 6n the twenty- 
third. Now if you can find that drum- 
mer boy it would be a great favor to 
me and I am satisfied he will recol- 
lect the Yankee boy that gave him the 
drink.”

All men who write for the public prints get occasional letters from 
suspicious people who charge them with writing propaganda for hire. 
The letter writers invariably are ill-bred and ignorant. 
Their ill breeding is evidenced by their willingness to insult, at long 
range, one whose sole offense is that he does not echc their opinions. 
They exercise their own right to hold and advocate opinions, and would 


be quick to resent any doubt of their sincerity; but while millions equally | 


sincere hold contrary opinions, they think the writer who disagrees 
with them. must be the hired agent of corruption. 

Their ignorance is evidenced by their assumption that reputable 
newspapers are so simple as to serve as mouthpieces for the wily propa- 
gandist. 

All newspapers are flooded with press matter cleverly designed to 
advance some cause or interest, and their unwillingness to open their 
columns to such proselyting is so well known that persons and groups 
eager to get their plea in print contrive some subtle way to camouflage 
or sugar-coat it in the hope that its innocent appearance will enable it 
to get by the watchful editor. 

Frank and above-board propaganda, contributed free or paid for at 
the usual rate, is given space because it is in line with the publication's 
avowed policy, because the writer is of sufficient prominence to make 
his opinion worth while as news, or because the publication habitually 
presents both sides of moot questions as information. 
But newspapers and magazines do not buy the product of a writer 
who has an ax to grind. If he has a wen, he may be either a paid 
propagandist or a mére crank; in either case he is.a bore ‘and a trouble- 
maker. Editors avoid him as a pestilence. 

The writer, like the farmer and the baker, does the thing he can do 
best and exchanges his product for things he needs. 

His product, like the canner’s, must be above reproach to find and 
keep a market. Sle

DESPITE EXCLUSION. 


The fact that the exclusion aci 
passed by the United States congress 
in 1924 has not changed this deep- 
rooted affection fer and devotion to 
America and things American is per- 
haps the most convincing proof of the 
breadth of the Japanese character. Ja- 
pan is burt not so much by the fact 
that America does not want her sons 
as citizens, but by the way in which 
it was done. From the viewpoint cf 
the Japanese, historical precedent 
would indicate that the passage of this 
act was a studied insult to their coun- 
try. Instead of turning loose a ware 
of resentment, forgetting what had 
gone before, Japan's people thought 
of the multitudinous acts of friend- 
ship which had been their's at the 
hands of the United States—and then 
in sorrow wondered at this act -of af- 
front to their national honor. 


It takes a big people, a people with 
brainy, level-headed leaders, to so re- 
ceive such a situation, and it is the 
capacity to meet such situations, and 
other conditions domestic and foreign, 
that has brought Japan into the fore- 
front. 

The Japanese view of the exclusion 
act and their inability to understan:! 
the manner in which it was passed 
is clearly presented in a recently pub- 
lished volume, “Contemporary Japan,” 
by Usuke Tsurumi, a gifted young 
writer and political leader, whose sev-

“In order to explain Japanese sen- 
timent on this matter, it is necessary 
tu point out that for more than half 
a century Japan has looked upon 
America as a kind of older brother 
both in the development of her do- 
mestic affairs and in her dealings 
with: other nations. For more than 
a half a century Japan has looked to 
America for friendly advice and help 
and has met at every turn good will 
and material assistance. Then the 
sudden crash of the closing door came 
ringing in our ears... . |

With wistfulness and yearning 
Japan is watching the future develop- 
ments in American politics. We have 
not lost faith. We are waiting with 
breathless interest the manifesta- 
tion of American spirit, the traditional 
spirit of fair play and serene justice.” 

Those are the sentiments of a big 
man and I have quoted at length be- 
cause they so well express the gen: 
eral attitude of the Japanese on the 
one «development in the many rears 
of friendly relations between the two 
countries which they cannot under- 
stand. 


PEOPLE OF GREAT 
PERSONAL CHARM. 


To the average American, a citizen 
of Japan is a “Jap” or perhaps one 
of the “little yellow men from the 
Pacific.” Let that same average 
American stay thirty days in Japan 
and he will think of Japanese as nien 
of great personal charm and attrac- 
tiveness, of high ideals and practically 
illimitable capacity for accomplish- 
ment. s | 

It is, in all verity, a great race, 
a worthwhile race, a race which. dor- 
meant for two thousand years, is just 
assuming its place in the ranks of 
great peoples, and assuming that 
place with a sincere display of lofty 
ideals and human brotherhood that ix 
refreshing in its twentieth century of 
national selfishness. 

It is America’s misfortune that the 
mass of our people do not know Ja- 
pan as well as the Japanese know 
America and Americans. From Amer- 
ica, one the greatest representative 
which carried them to the front rank 
of the nations: from Japan Ameri- 
cans could well learn the lesson of 
idealism, forebearance, charity and 
hard work. 

Japan sees herself walking down 
the paths of time as the centuries roll 
by in future, hand in hand with Amer- 
ica, one of the greatest representative 
of the white race, the other the out- 
tanding nation of yellow-skinned peo- 
ple—both actuated by the same de- 
sire for the improvement of man ‘and 
his conditions, and following the same 
principles looking to good will among 
men and peace upon earth. 

The spirit of Japan. born of the 
travail of its last half century of 
evolution, is, in the power of its risinz 
tide of today, certainly capable of 
carrying through its part in the ac- 
complishment of such a dream of the 
future.

St. Elmo Murray Massengale, presi- 
dent of the Massengale Advertising 
Agency, dean of southern advertising 
men and prominent participant in lo- 
eal and national civic affairs, died at 
6:20 o'clock Monday morning at Wes- 
ley Memorial hospital following a 
valiant struggle against a long ill- 
ness. 

Funeral services will 
from St. Philip's Cathedral at 4 
oclock this afternoon. Dean Raimun- 
do de Ovies will officiate, and inter- 
iment will be in West View. Members 


of St. Philip's will serve as honorary 
escort, while the pallbearers will be 
Fred J. Robinson, Charles F. Barker, 
Charles D. Atkinson, Major John 8. 
Cohen, William R. Secker and Ivan 
k. Allen. 

Recently Mr. Massengale under- 
went a series of major operations, cle- 
veloping septic pneumonia following 
an operation early this month, 
which brought ou his death in the 
prime of a brilliant career. Although 
Mrs. Massengale herself is ill ‘at 
Wesley Memorial hospital, other mem- 
bers of the family were with Mr. 
Massengale as the end came. 

Formed First Agency 

Long before the printed word be- 
came a tactor in southern merchan- 
dising St. Elmo Massengale establish- 
ed the first advertising agency south 
of Philadelphia more than 35 years 
ago. It was a trail blazer in the south 
and in the years that have followed 
hundreds of other agencies have fol- 
lowed the footsteps of the Massengale 
organization and become a potent tac- 
for in the section's trade. 

In the south the word Massengale 
has almost become synonimous with 
advertising so well was the agency 
established and so widely was it 
known. 

St. Elmo Massengale

Te Speed Action.

As finally passed by the senate 
ll ag- 
gregates an increase over the house

Most radical of 
the changes made by the upper house 
group were increase of the oil inspec- 
tion division appropriation from $31,- 
S00 to $51,800, its former allowance ;

Experiment Station at Griffin from 
$25.000 to $1,000.

Boykin Statutory Income T ax 
Measure Is Ait by Alltriend

The Boykin statutory income tax 
bill will not bring in a full year’s 
revenue to the state of Georgia until 
1931 and if its constitutionality is 
attacked in the courts it may be long- 
er than that before any income is 
derived from this souree, according to 
a statement issued Monday by Kyle 
T. Allfriend, secretary of the Georgia 
Educational Association. Mr. All- 
friend said money due in taxes for 


the last quarter of 1929 would not be}

the year. ‘The first full vear’s taxes 
eould not be collected until 1931, he 
declared in discussing an article which 
appeared in The Constitution Sunday, 

Mr. Allfriend’s statement is as fol- 
lows:

the gross income tax bill because they 
believe it is the only source of imme- 
diate money to pay the back 
due the schools and colleges for the 
years 1928 and 1929.

ARM BOARD DECIDES 
10 AID COTTON CROP 


Washington, August 19.—(/)—Cot- 
ton farmers are tu receive the full 
cash equivalent of this year’s crop 
in advance whenever they are “in 
distress and must have money,” un- 
der plans announced today by the 
federal farm board. 

The funds will be adyanced through 
the cotton co-operatives. The board 
itself will advance 25 per cent of 
the value of the crop, 65 per cent 
will ‘be loaned by the federal inter- 
mediate credit banks, and the remain- 
ing 10 per cent will be paid from 
the capital reserves of the co-opera- 
tives, 

How much money actually will be 
required was said by the board to de- 
pend solely on the needs of the co- 
operative associations. It is expect- 
ed that the sums _ involved in this 
years marketing operations will run 
somewhere between $5,000,000 and 
$10,000,000, but board members said 
they stood ready to gu as far as the 
industry required. 

Assists Co-operatives. 

The advances to be made by the 
board will be on cotton upon which 
“a definite value has been fixed by 
hedging in the future market.” A 


statement accompanying the an- 
nouncement said the effect of the sec- 
omlary loans to be made by the board 
would be “to permit the co-operative 
associations to make final settlement 
with a member. grower when the fat- 
ter desires to sell his cotton without 
forcing that cotton on to the market 
at a time buyers already may be over- 
supplied.” 

“From the federal intermediate cred- 
it banks and the federal farm board,” 
the statement said, “the associations 
will receive advances equal to 90 per 
cent of the fixed value. To this 
amount the cotton association will add 
10 per cent from their own capital 
reserves, will pay in full the grower 
who is in distress and must have 
money, and will at the same time be 
able to merchandise the cotton in an 
orderly fashion as the spinning mills 
of the world require.” 

The decision to make these loans 
was reached by the board after ex- 
tended conferences with officials of 
the American Cotton Growers’ Ex- 
change, the largest and most impor- 
tant of the co-operative agencies 
dealing in this commodity. Local as- 
sociations in 11 states throughout the 
south are represented by the ex- 
change. 

For the time being, the board is 
withholding decision upon the selec- 
tion of a cotton commodity advisory 
council, which would include repre- 
sentatives from the exchange and the 
other independent cotton co-opera- 
tives, 

The plan is “just exactly what the 
cotton growers want,’ Carl Williams, 
who was appointed to represent the 
cotton industry on the board, com- 
mented. Senator Sheppard, demo- 
crat, Texas, withheld approval or dis- 
< / angle pending operation of the 
pian. 

“As to the extent to which funds 
will be extended from the board to 
co-operatives,” he said, “it will not 
be possible to know until the advances 
are applied for and made and until 
the plan the board has in view goes 
into actual operation. 

“It is also impossible to estimate 
what benefits may accrue to growers 
themselves until we have more defi- 
nite developments.”

The Hague, August 19.—(4)—An- 
nouncement that British troops would 
begin to leave the Rhineland on Sep- 
tember 1 were the only positive de- 
velopments of the day at The Hague 
conference, 

Diseussion of the Young plan for 
German reparations is for the moment 
in the hands of experts of the creditor 
powers. 

Two things that are holding up the 
financial and political committees of 
the statesmen must be decided before 
further progress is possible. The ju- 
rists must decide whether the eom- 
mittee for control of armaments on the 
left bank of the Rhine, which the’ 
French asked for as a condition for 
evacuation, is legally justified by the 
treaties before dates gan be fixed for 
complete liberation of the occupied 
German territory. 

The financial experts must decide 
what is the money value of the offer 
made by the four other leading credi- 
tor powers to Great Britain to satis- 
fy her demand for a greater share in 
reparations before further effort can 
be made to come to an agreement on 
adoption of the Young plan. 

Both of these committee of experts 
worked steadily today without any 
definite indication of when they will 
be finished. The financial experts 
thought they would have something to 
report tomorrow. 

Otherwise there was nothing today 
but surmises and rumors to keep the 
conference before the publie eve. It 
was rumored that Albert Pirelli was 
going to Italy to obtain authority to 
make concessions on the Italian share 
of unconditional annuities but as soon 
as he heard of it he cancelled his trip, 
which was for an entirely different 
purpose, 

If after the experts have arrived at 
an estimate of what the allied offer 
is worth and Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer Philip Snowden still rejects 
it, the general opinion is there will 
be nothing left for the delegates but 
to adjourn the conference. It has 
been suggested that the probiem be 
resumed after the September assembly 
of the League of Nations but Mr. 
Snowden was understood to oppose 
this idea and to want a decision here 
and without delay.
